Yourselves! 


The eight who parti inated in the Pixley massacre of cotton 


s‘rikers this fall have been acquitted by a jury made up of their 
fellow growers. The prosecution was, of ecurse, ft fake. conducted 
hy their agent in the government, District Attorney Haight. 

In Arvin, where a similar massacre took place, the murderer: 
are free, while workers were given jail sentences. Being fulls 
aware of the indignation that such verdicts would aronse, District 
Attcrney Haight declared in a big-hearted fashion that he will not 
presecute Pat Chambers when his second trial is opened, but will 


ask for dismissal. As a matter of fact, what Haight is doing is 


only handing Chambers over to the Imperial Valley lynchers, where 
he knows a trial for leading the lettuce workers is awaiting him. 

Now we can see the reason that so little publicity was given 
to the proceedings of the trial of the Pixley murders. it was in 
order that the testimony of even the limited number of witnesses 
permitted, should not be heard of; so that the average person 
should not know that the growers virtually admitted their guilt, 
pleading self-defense. Yet everyone knows that the workers were 
unarmed while the growers were. 


RIGHTS FOR WORKERS ONLY MOCKERY 


The verdict plainly shows that the government recognizes the 
right of the employers to murder, beat and jail the workers, and 
calls that self-defense. But if workers take any step towards or- 
ganization, they are prosecuted for Criminal Syndicalism, inciting 
to riot or vagrancy. 

If anyone still has any illusions about the rights of workers 
to organize, the story of the Imperial Valley terror printed in this 
issue, should wipe them out completely. The government officials 
together with the most “responsible” citizens, openly organized a 
lynching party against the workers and even against liberals who 
came to see for themselves if the terror stories of Imperial Valley 
are really true. 

The “Imperial Valley Press”, organ of the growers, in its 
January 24 editorial says the following, in reference to the kid- 
napping of Wirin, attorney for the strikers: 

“ast night’s action was not the work of an irresponsible mob. 
From all accounts those who acted in Brawley and KE] Centro were 
chiefly business men who have borne the brunt of the burden and 
have seen their business become stagnant through the activities 
of outside agitators.” 


ADMIT WORKERS RESPONDED 


The violation of the workers rights to organize is openly raised | 
to the status of a highly responsible task, while the “outside 
agitators” are made the target. In the same editorial it is admitted 
that all business has been brought to a standstill with the strike, 
that is that 5,000 were out on strike. 

There are many people who place their confidence in the fed- 
eral government, and regard terror as only a condition in certain 
bad spots. But Attorney Wirin was kidnapped and run out of 
the county, with a Federal injunction in his pocket restraining the 
lynchers interfering in the scheduled meeting. Rolph’s state high- 
way patrolmen, as in all previous strikes lent direct aid in carry- 
ing through the outrages. 

Neither the Federal nor State government will ever interfere 
in any situation to aid the workers, but they will come in with 
lightning speed if local terrorists are too weak to break a strike.

Did William Randolph Hearst, 
ithe rabid jingo, “hit the trail” 
and turn paecitist? Is he sincerely 
for world peace and against war’ 
NO? ‘Then why is he printing 
those horrible world war pictures 
fin his Sunday papers? What's 
up, brother, what's up? 

Ilearst is a past master atl 
demagory and has a profound 
knowledge of the art of dispen 
sing capitalist bunk to his cus 
tomers (read vietims). In this 
respect he surpasses his faithful 
disciples Leon Trotsky, na Co- 
han, Upton Sinclair and Norman 
Thomas. 

His objective is twofold: 

1. To overcome the increasing 
resistance of the masses to Roo- 
sevelt’s colossal war prepara- 
Lions, 

2. Thus to pave the road for 
another imperialist slaughter, as 
a capitalist solution of the crisis, 
a Slaughter that will dwarf the 
world war into insignificance. 

How does he attempt to accom 
plish this objective? 

Very subtly Marion Davies’ boy 
friend and his crew of journal- 
istic prostitutes show the reader 
some photographs. They see a 
German plane in flames with its 
pilot bailing out to certain death, 
the slumped body of a French 
spy tied to a post. Russian offi- 
cers viewing heaps of mangled 
bodies, an execution of Serbian 
peasants by invading Hungarian 
troops, a smiling sky-pilot giv- 
ing his ‘‘beloved’? doughboys the

As they passed 
they threw their flashlights on us 
and menaced us with their guns. 
The yelling of the officers anit 
their Legion confederates was 
louder that the noise of the 
storm. At the county line the 
procession stopped, all the cars 
except the ones containing my- 
self and my associates turned 
about and headed back toward FE] 
Centro, while we proceeded on ta 
jan Diego.’’ 


Others Outraged 


Attornty Wirin was not the 
only man outraged that night. 
All.of the Y. M. C., A. Jeaters 
who came from Los Angeles were 
subjected to indignities which 
at times threatened to devolop 
into a tragedy. Said one of them: 

“When Attorney Wirin failed 
to show up at the hall in Braw- 
ley, we set out to discover his 
whereabouts. The sheriff was 
evasive when we questioned him. 
About 10 o’clock that night we 
were informed that Wirin had 
been located in Calipatria and 
that he was on his way to WB! 
Centro. To El Centro we went, 
and to the Barbara Worth, Hotel. 
When we aiyvived at the hotel we 
saw the streets filled with armed 
men. We started to enter the 
hotel, but were ordered by the 
men to stay outside. It was plain 
that we were regarded with sus- 
picion. After a brief season we 
were approached and questioned 
as to who we were. All of us 
showed our papers and indenti- 
fication cards, but that failed to 
satisfy them. Suddenly we were 
ordered to stick our hands high 
into the air above our heads. I 
guess I held my hands up twenty 
minutes while I and my friends 
were searched. 

“When it was learned that we 
were the speakers at the meet- 
ing in Brawley, the men who had 
us under virtual arrest became 
very menacing in their attitude. 
At one time I counted twenty- 
seven revolvers leveled at me, 
many of which were cocked ready 
to fire. I was actually afraid 
that some of the drunken brutes 
would kill us. One drunken man 
poked his revolver against my 
stomach and threatened to end 
my life then and there. How- 
ever, all of us kept our heads 
and refused to make angry re- 
plies to the challenging questions 
hurled at us. Each of us were 
searched several times by differ- 
ent officials. At one time a 
state motorcycle policeman would 
search us, and then a deputy 
sheriff would repeat the perfor- 
mance. When some papers with 
Y. M. C. A. lettering was pulled 
from my pockets, the officer yell- 
ed out that he had unearthed 
some Communist literature. He 
asked me how many of. these 
papers I had distributed in the 
Valley. I told him that the pa- 
pers were religious literature, 
not Communist propaganda, but 
he refused to believe me. 


Shocking Experience 


“At last we were put into au- 
tomobiles and escorted swiftly out 
of the Valley. When we got to 
the county line I learned that 
Wirin was in one of the cars 
I want to say that I served all 
through the world war in the 
Canadian contingent, and I ex- 
perienced many bloody battles, 
but never have I seen a situation 
as replete with brutality § and 
sheer inexcusable’ stupidity as 
that which I went up against in 
Imperial Valley. If those police 
officers and American Legion- 
laires are the typé of men into 
whose tender keeping will be 
Nlaced the responsibility for fu- 
ure law and order, may God have 
merey on our souls!” 

When Attorney Wirin return- 
al to Los Angeles, he immedi- 
itely brought suit in the Los 
‘Angeles superior court for $250,- 
000. He named as defendants 
Governor James Rolph, who pub- 
licly justified the lynching at 
San Jose, thereby establishing a 
precedent for the Imperial Val- 
ley outrage: Capt. W. F, Hynes 
of the Los Angeles red squad who 
for ten days has been in the 
Valley helping to direct activi- 
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buildings, corpses, human cor pses |

Soft Soan 

The desired effect is attained. 
The reader is horrified. He turns 
the page and a headline that 
sums wp his impressions greets 
hig eves: “War, brutal, futile, 
‘tupid.” This, by the way, was 
ittered by the gracious Mrs. Roo- 
evelt. who advises starving girls 
rot to’ worry and whose husband 
“as embarked upon a program of 
war expenditures unprecedented 
n the history of the world. 

Two eartoons follow. One de- 
niets Mars reaping human lives, 
the other a South American 
spider sucking the blood of a 
helpless bird. The title is ‘“‘War 
is part of all animal life, from 
spider to man, from beginning to 
now.” 

Hearst and his lickspittles are 


voicing here the stale capitalist 


argument: you cannot change 
human nature. There must al- 
ways be war. It is a natural 
human function that in order to 
live, man must spill the blood af 
his fellow-man, even as. the 
spider kills the bird. 

This ‘‘parallel,’’ of course, can- 


not stand the light of day. 


There isn’t any need for man } 
to resort to war in order to live, 
providing the means of produe- 
tion are in the hands of the 


actual produeers themselves and 


not the parasites. Then these 
means will be used to make 
things. for USE and, not for 
PROFIT. For it is this greed for 
profit derived from foreign trade 


and colonial exploitation that 


causes the parasites to stage im- 


perialist wars. 


International wars then are not 
NATURAL; they are definitely 
UNNATURAL and are the direct 
results of the economic system 
under which workers live in all 
capitalist countries. 

It was the degenerate bour- 


geoisie the world over that reap- 
ed a harvest of billions of dol- 


lars, While workers and peasants 
murdered each other in ‘a war 
to end war,” ‘for democracy,” 

“for God and kaiser.” 

But Hearst keeps mum about 
this. He does not lose sight of 
his objective.

At Expense of Workers 


Not so you ean notice it. In

Sreater profits at each = other's 
expense, but ALWAYS at the ex- 
pense of the proletariat. 

Only in the hands of the work- 
ers and peasants, as in the Soviet 
Union, can armaments serve the

If 
you don’t know him, here is a 
little description of him. Big 
Pete is 6 feet 4 inehes tall, he 
weighs about 300 pounds, owns a 
500-acre hop and prune” ranch 
near Santa Rosa. Big’ Pete also 


owns a prosperous insurance bu- 


siness in Santa Rosa, he is a di- 
rector in a Santa Rosa bank, 


and welcomes you “if you have 


money’ at the door of a Santa 
Rosa church every Sunday morn- 
ing. 


But Not the Workers 


Big Pete has reasons to believe 
that the happy days are here 
again, but let us see how his 
workers fare. This last season 
sig Pete had 350° workers pick- 
ing hops and prunes. He _ paid 
them less than when he was get- 
ting 16 to 20 cents a pound for 
his hops. phe average worker 
received $1.25 a day for 12 hours 
work in the field. These figures 
were given to me by the _ kiln 
boss who checked the weights. 
Hop pickers received one cent a 
pound for picking hops, Big Pete 
received 80 cents a pound for his 
share. 

Many of Big Pete’s workers 
were children, some of them not 
more than $3 or 4 years. old. 
These children stood out in the 
blazing sun all day and picked 
up the hops whieh fell on the 
yround, because Big Pete would 
ire any worker who let any 


ties against the striking work- 
ers; E. Raymond Cato of the 
state highway patrol; Harry Os- 
walt, one of Cato’s men; Lon 
Cromer, Brawley’s chief of police: 
and twenty-five persons named 
only as John Does. He also con- 
ferred with Pierson M. Hall, U. 
5. district attorney, relative to 
an investigation of the outrage. 


In response to an urgent mes- 
sage wired by several Los An- 
seles celebrities it was declared 
that President Roosevelt had or- 
dered a_ federal investigation of 
the Imperial Valley affair. How 
much good Wirin’s suit for dam- 
ages will do and what will re- 
sult from the federal investiga- 
tion are matters concerning 
Which liberals are pleased to 
speculate. The workers know 
they have only one course to pur- 
sue, and that is to continue their 
work of agitation and organiza- 
tion, regardless of arrests and 
imprisonment, until all workers 
in Imperial Valley and elsewhere 
are united in one revolutionary 
class-conscious movement that 
Will not stop its forward march 
until they have won the power 
that will give them ownership 
and control. 


Prearranged Plan 


Unquestionably Wirin is right 
in his contention that a collu- 
sion, if not an outright conspir- 
acy, exists between Governor 
Rolph, the state motor patrol 
department, certain Los Angeles 
and Imperial County officials, 
and certain business men of the 
state in their determination to 
stamp out radical labor organiza- 
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hops stay on the ground. 

The sanitary conditions in Big 
Pete’s camp were almost. unbe- 
lievable, I have traveled in the 
tropics, but I have never been 
in a place which smelled worse 
than the workers camp. Two 
toilets for 350 workers, these 
toilets were so filthy that many 
of the workers, especially women 
and children could not use them. 
When a complaint was made, 
Big Pete said he would pay any 
worker 25 cents a day to keep 
the toilets clean. There were no 
offers, so the filth continued. 
The water supply which was near 
the toilets became contaminated 
and halt of the workers con- 
tracted dysentery. A sample of 
the water was taken to the Bu- 
reau of Public Health in Santa 
Rosa, but no action was taken 
due to Big Pete’s influence in 
that cry. 


And “Respectable” Too 


I mentioned Big Pete’s pretty 
17-vear-old book-keeper. This 
young lady came home one morn- 
ing in an intoxicated condition 


land her father applied a_ box 


shook paddle where it would do 
the most good. Big Pete’s fore- 
man saw this and beat her father 
into insensibility. Big Pete then 
swore out a warrant for the 
girl’s father and he was forced 
to skip the county. It was never 
definitely learned who took this 
young lady out, got her drunk 


and brought her back the next 
morning, but some of the workers 
had a pretty good idea. 


Big Pete won't fare so well 
this coming season, farm workers 


in Sonoma County have “got his 


number’, and he>cean expect a 


committee of workers to eall on 
him and demand a living wage 
and sanitary camp conditions.

editions of that paper direet in- 


citations to mob violence against 
the members of the Cannery & 
Agricultural Workers Industrial 
Union were published. 

Governor Rolph harbors a per- 
‘onal animus against Attorney 
Wirin because of the latter's ae- 
tivities in seeking to prosecute 
those responsible for the San 
Jose lynching, While playing 
hand in glove with the reaction- 
ary leaders of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor and the Social- 
ist Party, neither of which men- 
aces the owning class, Rolph on- 
enly announced undying hostil- 
lity to every man, measure and 
movement which threaten the 
security of the men of predatory 
wealth whose interests he serves. 
Many times of late he has made 
airplane visits to the Imperial 
Valley where has was wined and 
dined by public officials and by 
members of the American Legion. 
That he was cognizant of. the 
plan to kidnap and possibly mur- 
der Attorney Wirin before the 
episode actually occurred, there 
is no doubt. 


Intelligent workers know that 


the big enemy is the capitalist 
system, and that it must be re- 


placed by Communism. Immedi- 


atly, however, the enemy to 


fight in California are the public 
officials, civie and poliee, who 
are ruthlessly executing the or- 
ders of their capitalist masters. 


This calls for mass organization 
and mass tactics and strategy. 
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
